LORD NELSON’s VICTORY. 

Authentic Narrative of the Provecdings of his Majesty’s Squa- 
dron, under the command of RearsAdmiral Sit Horatio Nel- 
soh, from its sailing to’Gibraltar ta the conclusion of the 
Glorious Battle of the Nile, drawn up from the Minutes of 
an Officer of Rank in the Squadron. 

Sir Horatio Nelfon had been detached by Earl St Vin- 
cent into the Mediterranean, with the Vanguard of 74 
guns, the Rear-Admiral’s flag thip, the Orion and A- 
lexander, of 74 guns each, the Emerald and Terpfi- 
chore frigates, and La Bonne Citovenne floop of war, 
Nothing material occurred to the fquadron from the 
day it failed from Gibraltar, which was on the gth of 
May, till the 22d, when, being in the Gulph of Lyons, 
at two A. M. a moft violent {quall of wind took the 
Vanguard, which cartied away her topmatts, and at 
laft her foremalt. ‘Tlie other thips experienced the fury 
of the gale, byt not in the fame degree as the Vanguard, 
a ftronyer vein of the tempett having taken'that fhip. 
The three line of battle thips loft fight of the frigates.on 
the fame day, and at the moment of the misfortune 
which befel the Vanguard, the ° Britifh {quadron was 
not many leagues diftant from the French fleet, under 
Buonaparte, which had on that. very day fet fail from 
Toulon. , The fquadron -bore up for Sardinia, the A- 
lexander takigg the Vanguard in tow, and the Orion 
looking out a-head to endeavour to get a pilut, for the 
| purpofe of gaining St Pierre’s Road. ; 
On the 24th, with very great’ difficulty we reached 
that anchorage, where we: were in great hopes of meet- 
ing with a friendly reception, which our diftrefles feemed 
'to demand from a neutral power} the Governor of St 
Pierre, however, had orders from the French not to 
admit any Britihh. fhip; but their utmoft hoftility could 
not prevent us from anchoring in the Road. ‘The re- 
‘fources which Britifh feamen always have within them- 
felves, availed us much on this occafion. Capt. Berry, 
-with the very great afliftance he received from Sir James 
Saumarez and Captain Ball, was enabled with great ex- 
pedition, to equip the “Vanguard with a jury forematt, 
jury main and mizen topmatts, and to fith the bowfprit 
which was {prung in many places; and on the 4th day 
from our anchoring in St Pierre’s Road, we again put 
to fea with top gallant yards acrofs. It is proper here 
to_obferve, that although the Goyetaor of St Pierre, in 
confequence of peremptory orders from the French, de- 
nied us a public reception, he yet privately atted. in a 
friendly manner, giving us in an underhand way every 
affiftance.in his power. The Admiral eager to execute 
the orders which he had received, did not think of fail- 
ing to Naples,» or any other port where he could have 
received the moft open friendly affiftance, in getting the 
fhip properly refitted, which her ‘condition feemed to 
require, but immediately fteered for his * appointed’ ren- 
dezvous, nor did hé ever, exprefs the fmalle{t inténtion 
of fhifting his flag to either of the‘other fhips, which to 
many officers: the peculiar circumftances‘of his ow thip 
might have feemed to render defirable. The Admiral and 
officers of the Vanguard indeed had the happinefs to find 
that the fhip failed and worked as well as the other 
thips, notwithftanding her apparently crippled condition. 
The fquadron reached the rendezvous on the 4th of 
June, and on the following day was joined by la Mutine, 
Captain Hardy, who was charged with orders to the 
Admiral, who brought the highly acceptable intelligence, 
that Captain Troubridge had been detached with ten 
fail of the line and a 5 giin fhip, td reinforce us. This 
intelligence was received with univerfal joy throughout 
our little fquadron ; and the Admiral obférved to Cap- 
tain Berry, that he would then’ bé a match for any hof- 
tile fleet in the Mediterranean, and his only defire would 
be to encounter one. 

June 6th—The fquadron ‘was {pread, ‘anxioufly look- 
ing cut for the expeéted reinforcement.’ By a veffel 
fpoke with on that day, we were informed that feveral 
ail then in fight, were Spanith fhips richly Jaden ; but 
prize money was not the object of the Admiral—all fel- 
fifh confideration wasabforbed in his great mind by that 
of the honour and interefts of his countty, and his atten- 
tion and anxiety were folely engrofled by his defire to 
meet his reinforcement, that-be might purfue the enemy, 
of the failing of whom from Toulon, he had certain in- 
telligence.x—The Alexander being on the look out, 
fopped one of thefe~ thips—finding the had on board 
eighty or ninety prieits, driven by the French perkecu- 
tions and cruelties from Rome, he thought it would be 
an act of humanity to permit the fhip to purfue her 
voyage 5 and he accordingly releafed her, and rejoined 
the Admiral, bringing with hima few volunteers from 
the Spanifh veffel, chiefly Genoefe, who were defirous 
of the honour of ferving in the Britith fleet, exprefling 

_at the fame time their deteftation and refentment at the 

ill ufuage whicli they had experienced from the French. 

On the 8th at noon, we had the happinefs ro difco- 
ver from the maft-head ten fail, and it was not long be- 
fore we recognized them to be the Britith fhips of war, 

{tanding upon a wind:in clofe line of battle, with all fails 

fet. Private fignals were exchanged, and before fun: 

fet the fo much wifhed for junétioa’ was formed, an e- 

vent which was certainly facilitated by the great profef: 

{ional ability, judgment, and zeal of Captain ‘T rowbritige. 

The Admiral had received no inftruétions what courfe 

he was now to fteer, and 69 certain information refpec- 

ting the deftination of the enemy’s flect; he was left, 
therefore, entirely to his own judgment. He had the 
happinefs, however, to find, that to the Captains of his 
fquadron he had no neceflity to give directions for being 
in conftant readinefs for battle. On this point their 
zeal anticipated his utma{t wifhes, for the decks of all 
the fhips were kept perfectly clear night. and day, and 
every man was ready to flart to his poft at a moment’s 
notice. It wasa great fatisfecion to him, likewife, to 
perceive that the men of all the thips were ‘daily exer- 
cifed at the great guns and {mail arms, and that every 
thing was in the belt [tate of preparation for atual fer- 

vice. , 

The Admiral knew that the enemy bed failed with

aN. W. wind, which naturally led him to conclude 
that their courfe was upthe Mediterarnean. THe fent 
la Mutine to Civita Vecchia, aml along the Roman 
coaft to gain intelligence, and fteered with the fleet for 
Corfica, which he reached on the 12th of June. Se- 
veral veficls had been fpoken with on the paflage thither, 
but no intelligence whatever had been obtained from 
them. He continued: his courfe on the 13th between 
Corfica and Kiba, and between Planofa and Elba, 
through the latter of which paffages large hips or flects 
had not been accuftomed to pals. We made the Ro- 
man coaft, and were rejoined by la Mutine, without 
gaining any intelligence, notwithftanding ‘the active exer- 
tions of Captain Hardy. ‘The Admiral now determi- 
ned to fteer towards Naples, in the hope of fome fatif- 
faétory information.. It had been reported that the 
plundering Algiers was. the object of the French arma- 
ment; but this account was too vague to warrant the 
Admiral ia implicitly adoptingit. We faw mount Ve- 
favius on the 16th, and detached Captain Trovbridge, 
in la Matine, to obtain what information he could from 
Sir William Hamilton. He returned with a report 
only that the enemy were gone towards Malta. ‘The 
Admiral now lamented that evena: day had been loft by 
vifiting the Bay of Naples, and determined by the thorteit

On the 22d of June, La Mutine; at day-light 
in the morning, fpoke a Genoefe brig from Malta, 
which gave intelligence that the French had failec 
from thence on the 18th, with a frefh gale at N. W. 
—The Admiral was not long in determining what 
courfe he fhould take, and made ,the fignal to bear 
up and fteer to the S. E..with all pofhible fail. At this 
time we had no certain means of afcertaining, that the 
enemy were not bound up the Adriatic. Fyrom the day 
we bore up till the zgth of June, only three‘veffels were 
fpoken with, two of which had come from ‘Alexandria, 
and had not feen any thing of the enemy’s Heet ; the o- 
ther had come from the ‘Archipelago, and had fikewife 
feen nothing of them. This day we faw the Pharos 
Tower of Alexandria, and continued nearing the 
Jand with a prefs of fail, till we had a diltin& view 
of both harbours; and, to our general furprife and dif- 
appointment, we faw not a French fhip in either. La 
Mutine communicated with the Governor of Alexan- 
dria, who was as much’ furprifed at feeing a British 
fquadron there, as he .was at the intelligence that a 
French fleet. was probably on its paffage thither. It 
now became a fabjeét of deep.and anxious deliberation

tion. His active and anxious mind, however, would 
not permit him’to reft a moment in the fame place; he 
therefore fhaped his courfe to ‘the northwatd, for the 
coatt of Caramanea, to reach as quickly as poffible fome 
quarter where information could moit probably be ob- 
tained, as well as to fupply his thips with water, of 
which they began to run (hort. 

On the 4th of July we.made the coaft of Carama- 

nea ;, ftetring along the fouth fide of Candia, carrying 
a prefs of fail both eight and day with a contrary wind, 
on the 18th we faw the#fland of Sicily, when the Ad- 
miral determined to enter the port of Syracufe. With 
this harbour no perfon in the fleet was acquainted, but 
by the fill and judgment of the officers, every fhip 
fafely got.in, and immediately proceeded to.get in wa- 
ter, é&c. with all poffible expedition. This was the firft 
opportunity that the Vanguard had had of receiving wa- 
ter on board from the 6th of May, fo that not only 
the {tock of that thip, but of feveral others of the fqua- 
dron, was very nearly exhaufted. Although there was 
no proper or regular watering place, yet the great exer- 
tions of the officers'and men. enabled us to, complete 
the neceflary fervice in five days, and on the 25th the 
{quadron again put to fea. 
_. We received vague accounts while at Syracufe, that 
the enemy’s ficet had not been feen in the Archipelago 
nor the Adriatic, nor had they gone down the Medi- 
terranean ; the conclufion-then feemed to be, that. the 
coaft of Egypt was {till the object of their deftination, 
therefore, neither our former difappointment, nor the 
hardfhips we had ‘endured from the heat of the climate, 
though we were ftill to follow. an uncertain purfuit, 
would-deter the Admiral from fteering to that point 
where there was a chance of finding the enemy. Now 
that it is afcertained by events that Alexandria,was the 
object of the enemy, it’ may feem ftrange: that-they 
fhould have been miffed by. us both in our_paflage thither 
and oir” tetarn to Syracufe; but it appears that the 
French fteered a dire&t courfe for Candia, by which 
they made an angular paflage towards Alexandria,whil{t 
we fteereda dire& courfe for that place, without ma- 
king Candia at all, by which we of courfe very confide- 
rably fhortened the diftance. ‘Fhe fmallnefs of our 
fquadron made it neceffaty to fail in clofe order, and 
therefore the {pace which it covered was very limited; 
and as the Admiral had no frigates that he might have 
detached upon the look out, added'to the conftant haze 
of the atmofphere in that climate, our chance of def- 
crying the enemy wasvery much circumfcribed. The 
diftance likewife between Candia and the Barbary coaft, 
about 35 leagues, leaves very fufficient fpace for more 
than two of the largeft fleets to pafs without mutual ob- 
fervation, particularly under the circumftances defcrib- 
ed. On our returo to Syraenfe the circumftance of our 
fteering up to the northward, while the enemy kept a 
fouthern courfe for Alexandria, makes it obvious that 
our chance of falling in with them was ftill lefs than 
before. < 

On the 25th.of July we Jeft Syracufe, ftill - withour 
any pofitive information refpe@ting the enemy ; but it 
occurred to the Admiral, that fome authentic intelli- 
gence might be obtained in the Morea. We {fteered 
for that coaft, and made the gulph of Coron on the 
28th. Captain ‘Troubridge was again employed on that 
important fervice of obtaining intelligence, and was dif 
patched in the Culloden into Coron,’ off which place, 
by the great exertions of that able officer, the Aé®t was 
not detained above three hours. He returned with in- 
telligence from the Turkith Governor, that the enemy
